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REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOUL COMMITTEE, 


The appended tabular statement contains most of the 

essential facts relating to our public schools. 
. There has been very little difference in the length of 
the schools, as the average of the teachers’ wages and the 
amount of money used for school purposes has remained 
nearly the same. But our schools on the whole have 
been more profitable than usual. Most of the teachers 
who had never taught in town before have done excel- 
lent work. ‘This is also true of the two who taught for | 
the first time this year. We are all the more pleased to 
say this because both were residents of this town. 

Our Prudential Committees, however, were not all so 
fortunate in their selection of teachers. And yet we can 
scarcely criticise them. It must be hard to find teachers ' 
of established reputation willing to take a school for the 
wages offered in several districts, and yet to pay more 
would necessitate very short terms. The only remedy is 
more money and the only way to obtain- this without 
heavier taxes is plainly to lessen the number of schools. 
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The three or four scholars that are likely, next year, to 
attend school in District No. 1 can enjoy greater privil- 
eges in the adjoining districts than can be afforded by a 
separate school in their own. ‘There is no need of break- | 
ing up the district organization to effect this. There is 
no need of making the arrangements for more than one 
year at atime. By the 26th section of the 86th chapter 
of the General Laws, the district is permitted to instruct 
its Prudential Committee to procure schooling for its 
children in the adjoining districts. It can retain ten per 
cent. of its school money for carrying scholars to school, 
and the rest the Committee would divide among the dis- 
tricts, granting its pupils school privileges in proportion 
to the privileges enjoyed. But better than this it could 
unite with No. 8 for one year in maintaining a school 
according to terms agreed upon by a joint committee - 
chosen by the two districts at their annual meetings or at . 
meetings called for the purpose. 

It is gratifying to notice that the scholars in Nos. 4 
and 5 enjoyed in part the advantages of both schools. 
If they would try for one year the experiment of uniting 
in maintaing schools as provided for in the 22d section of 
86th chapter of the General Laws they would not care go 
back to separate schools until there were more scholars 
than at present in the districts. They could have the - 
school a part of the time in each school house. 

In No. 6 there were no pupils residing in Marlborough 
that could not as easily have come to No. 2 or 3, and 
even No. 7 could provide better privileges for its children 
in the adjoining districts than by maintaining a school of 
its Own. : 

All these changes might be made as experiments, going 
back again to old methods if the changes were not liked. 
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With these changes we would be in a situation to offer 
wages commanding the services of first-class teachers for 
all our schools and yet have terms of sufficient length to 
be profitable. No. 8 especially needs the additional 
amount of money these changes would afford in order to 
offer wages that will induce the best teachers to compete 
for that school. No. 3, which might not be benefitted 
by these changes, is already the best off, all things con- 
sidered, and by the Collins fund will probably be able to 
lengthen out the school two weeks at least. 

And here we take occasion to congratulate the town on 
this gift from Mr. Asahel Collins, lately deceased, which 
comes so opportunely at this time. By no other disposi- 
tion of his money, perhaps, could he have helped the | 
town more. 

The whole number of children attending school during 
the year has been 281, five more than last year. Only 
ten betwen the ages of five and fifteen returned by the 
-selectmen as living in town have not attended school. 
Nearly all of these were under eight years of age and 
therefore not obliged by law to go to school. Two were 
excused for sufficient reasons by the Superintending 
School Committee. More than five per cent. of the 
school money assigned to the districts by the selectmen 
has in some instances been spent in ordinary repairs, 
probably inadvertently. This money is all to be ex- 
pended each year for the maintenance of schools and only 
five per cent. of it can be spent for ordinary repairs. 

We desire to insert the roll of honor, upon which has 
entered the names of the scholars who have not been 
absent nor tardy during the term. Sickness has pre- 
vented some others from securing a place for their names 
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upon the roll. The promise that the roll should be pub- 
lished in the school report has increased the number of 
names upon it 18 per cent. over last year.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on 
the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act on the following subjects :— 

1.—To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2,—To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and Clerk. 

3.—To choose a Collector of Taxes, School Committee, and all 
other necessary town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the sup- 
port of schools, for paying the town. debts, and defraying the interest 
thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said town, for lay- 
ing out and repairing highways, sidewalks, and building and repairing 
bridges, and for the maintainance of the poor. 

5.—To see how the town will divide the school money, and dispose 
of the literary fund.
